The, Department 
of 
State has 


broken all record! in issuing auto- 
mobile licenses and plates this year,. 
having sent out oyer 150,000 auto- 
mobile licenses and numbers and 
6,300 truck licences to date. 


During the same period last year, 


the total number issued was 75;000 
automobile and 3,500 truck licenses. 
For the first three months of 1917, 
the total number was 45,000.' ._, '••. 


The receipts from licenses exceed 


$1,6CO,000.

The total issued thus far this year, 


156,300, is much larger than were is- 
sued during the first six months of 
1916, when the total was only 97,000. 
On July 1st, 1917, there had been 
140,000 licenses issued,, and. 6n July 
1st, 1918, 177,000. In -the course of 
another week, it is expected that 
the total of licenses issued- will ex- 
ceed that of July 1st last year. 


Applications are pouring in at the 


rate of 3,000 .per day. It is estimat- 
ed that by May 1st the number will 
near .the 200,000 mark. Arrests are 
now being .made by the, police of- 
ficers of the various cities where 
parties are caught running 
cars 


without licenses and that fact is 
adding to the rush of applications. 


The usual rush for licenses has 


entailed a lot of work upon " the 
clerks of the local postoffice and the 
railway mail clerks, -as well as. upon 
the department. It has necessitated 
the handling of 470,000 pieces of 
mail, incoming and outgoing, or a 
daily 'average of 6,000 pieces.

the present rate, the Department. of 
State is handling 9,000 pieces of 
mail daily, the Jetters containing ap- 
plications coming .in by the sacks- 
full, and plates going out by the

pewa Falls have been transferred'to 
the Southern Wisconsin home 
for

Racine county. . This transfer marks 
the .opening.of a new state institu- 
tion Which has been under erection 
for the past four, years. 
Of the 


patients transferred, 23 were males 
and. 25 were females. ' A report of 
the transfer has just been filed with 
the legislature by the State Board of 
Control. Tho claim ia made to the. 
legislature that the present facilities 
are not 'adequate to care for the 
number of feeble minded in the state. 
Additional buildings will be asked 
for at the Union :Grove institution. 


According to the report of the 


board of control, there are 8,253 in- 
sona patients in the .state 
under 


public care, of this number 1,305 
are cared for in state hospitals; 104 
at the .Central hospital for the in- 
sane; 576 at the Milwaukee hospital 
for insane and 6,268 at the county 
asylum for chronic insane.
